USEFUL SUGGESTIONS. 


Ways to Overcome Difficulties En¬ 
countered by Housekeepers. 

Roasting in a gas stove causes meat 
to dry, as gas causes a very dry heat. 
The simplest way to prevent this is to 
place a common jam pot half filled 
with water in a corner at the bottom 
of the oven, and when the water heats 
the steam will keep the air inside 
quite moist, and it will be found when 
the meat is done that it will be quite 
juicy. 

A woman who has tried it declares 
the best way to mend china is to ap¬ 
ply a little carriage varnish carefully 
with a camel’s hair brush to the edge 
of the broken china, the parts being 
neatly joined together. The fracture 
will, when thoroughly dry, be hardly 
perceptible, and the china will stand 
fire and Water. 

Old kid gloves are excellent for put¬ 
ting in iron and kettle holders as pad¬ 
ding when making them. With such 
padding the hot handles will not 
scorch the hands.

Consideration For Others. 

It goes without saying that consid¬ 
eration for others is one of the twelve 
pillars of the law of good breeding 
and a very important one.

A hostess who invites friends to vis¬ 
it her simply because she is bored and 
wants them to amuse her violates, per¬ 
haps unconsciously, the laws of hos¬ 
pitality. People who have a great deal 
of money and little to do sometimes of¬ 
fend in this way. Time hangs heavy 
on their hands, and they are delighted 
to have some bright girl or clever 
young man come to stay with them to 
brighten them up. If they provide 
amusement for the visitors or give 
them something desirable which they 
do not get at home, such as automo- 
biling, coasting or skating, there is no 
objection to their expecting thereafter 
to make them some return in the way 
of agreeable talk. 

Elderly persons or those living quiet¬ 
ly in the country should remember that 
the daily routine of their existence 
may seem dull to active young people 
accustomed to more life and excite¬ 
ment.

ORDINANCE NO. 56. 


An Ordinance Amending Section 
Eleven of Ordinance No. 4 of the 
City of South San Francisco entitled 
“An Ordinance Licensing and Regu¬ 
lating the Traffic, Vending and Dis¬ 
posing of Spirituous, Malt and Fer¬ 
mented Liquors and Wines, or any 
Admixture Thereof, in the City of 
South San Francisco,” Passed and 
Adopted November 2, 1908. 


The board of trustees of the city of 
South San Francisco do ordain as 
follows: 

Section 1. Section Eleven of Ordi¬ 
nance No. 4 of the city of South San 
Francisco entitled “An Ordinance 
Licensing and Regulating the Traffic, 
Vending and Disposing of Spirituous, 
Malt and Fermented Liquors and 
Wines, or any Admixture thereof, in 
the City of South San Francisco,” 
passed and adopted November 2, 1908, 
is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Section 11. A permit under this 
ordinance shall specify the class of 
license to be issued thereunder, and 
shall be good only for the person, iirrn, 
or corporation named therein, and 
for the particular place and business, 
and class of business specified in such 
permit; and such permit shall be 
granted semi-annually. Any permit 
granted between the first day of Janu¬ 
ary and the thirtieth day of June of 
any year shall expire on the thirtieth 
day of June next following the date 
of its grant; any permit granted be¬ 
tween the first day of July and the 
thirty-first day of December of any 
year shall expire on the thirty-first 
day of December next following the 
date of its grant; it being the inten¬ 
tion that all permits granted under 
the terms of this ordinance shall ter¬ 
minate semi-annually with the close 
of the months of June and December. 
Any holder of such a permit, in seek¬ 
ing a permit for the ensuing year, 
must file an application therefor, as 
hereinbefore provided, at least five 
days before the date at which the 
same is to be heard and considered by 
the Board of Trustees, which applica¬ 
tion must be accompanied by a bond 
as in the case of the original applica¬ 
tion, as hereinbefore mentioned and 
provided. Anyone objecting to the 
granting of such permit may appear 
at the hearing of said application and 
protest as hereinbefore provided. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall be 
published once in “The Enterprise,” 
a weekly newspaper printed, publish¬ 
ed and circulated in the City of South 
San Francisco, and shall take effecl 
and be in force from and after the 
date of its passage. 

Introduced this second day of July, 
1912. 

Passed and adopted as an ordinance 
of the City of South San Francisco at 
a regular meeting of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of South San Francis¬ 
co this 8th day of July, 1912, by the 
following vote:

Country From Rockies to the 
Atlantic Blistered 

Weather forecasters say there is no 
relief in sight i nthe East, and that 
the hot wave will probably spread over 
the entire country from the Rocky 
Mountains to the Atlantic Coast, and 
over the South until it encounters the 
winds from the Gulf of Mexico. The 
only hope for the district between Chi¬ 
cago and the Ohio River lies in steady, 
strong winds for several days from 
the north or northwest, or a succes¬ 
sion of heavy thunder storms. 

While the temperature in Chicago 
and vicinity does not rise above ninety- 
one degrees, the intense humidity 
makes conditions worse than if the 
heat had been of a higher and dry 
character. Breathing is made diffi¬ 
cult and the heat is of the damp, 
smothering, sticky sort that first ex¬ 
asperates its victims to a point ap¬ 
proaching apoplexy and then strikes 
them down. 

The heat wave has continued long 
enough to heat up the pavements and 
miles of stone and brick buildings to 
the baking point, and a few hours of 
comparatively cool weather are not 
sufficient to bring relief. 

Practically three-fourths of the pop¬ 
ulation is sleeping out of doors, in 
the parks, on benches, on fire escapes 
and roofs, in hallways where a draft 
of wind prevailed, or with all doors 
and windows flung wide open, taking 
chances W'ith burglars and hoodlums 
in preference to smothering to death 
in closed houses. Fifteen persons 
were bitten by rabid dogs. Many 
horses fell dead in the streets. 

Phoenix, Ariz., with 106, and Tucson 
with 104, were the hottest spots. Bos¬ 
ton reported 98, or 2 degrees hotter 
than San Antonio, New York and 
Washington had a maximum of 92, or 
only 2 degrees hotter than Montreal, 
Toronto and Quebec. On the Pacific 
Coast, Tacoma and Fresno, Cal., re¬ 
ported 98, while Los Angeles reported 
a maximum of 76 and a minimum of 
56, and San Francisco 62 and 52, or 
30 degiess cooler than Sault Ste. 
Marie, supposedly the coolest spot in 
the northerly. summer resort country. 
Green Bay, also a highly touted resort, 
had 90.

GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


The real work of the Elks’ conven 
tion in Portland, Or., is on. The busi 
ness session opened with 1117 accred 
ited delegates. 

Auorney-General Wickersham has 
rendered an opinion which will ex¬ 
tend the eight-hour labor law to every 
mechanic and laborer employed by the 
United States. Previous interpreta¬ 
tions of the law confined its operation 
mainly to “public works,’’ such as for¬ 
tifications, buildings, etc. 

The existence of bubonic plague in 
Havana has been definitely deter¬ 
mined. A special board of physicians 
has pronounced the case at Las Ani¬ 
mas Hospital true bubonic. The pa¬ 
tient is Mondez Guerra, who is said 
to be dying, and three other patients 
are reported dead at the same hospital 
with symptoms of the plague. 

A bill to penalize the desecration of 
the flag and coat of arms of the United 
States and to prevent their use for 
advertising, patent or copyright, was 
introduced by Representative Cox of 
Ohio, Democratic nominee for Gov¬ 
ernor. The bill would make the Grand 
Army of the Republic the only organ¬ 
ization allowed to use the flag as an 
emblem. 

The platform which was adopted by 
the Socialist party of Montana con¬ 
tains a provision that a workday for 
laboring men be limited to six hours, 
when the temperature rises above a 
certain mark. It is intended that each 
section fix the minimum temperature 
at which the six-hour day should go 
into effect with due regard to humid¬ 
ity and other local conditions. 

Publishers will be given an option 
between sending second-class matter 
through the mails at 2 cents a pound 
or by fast freight at 1 cent, if a pro¬ 
vision incorporated into a provisional 
draft of the Postoffice appropriation 
bill now before the Senate committee 
is adopted. The bill will probably 
provide an eight-hour day for postal 
employes, with a possible extension 
to ten. 

The design of the 5-cent piece which 
has been jingling in the pockets of 
American citizens for many years does 
not coincide with the Treasury De¬ 
partment’s conception of art and it 
will be changed in its entirety. Secre¬ 
tary MacVeagh has decided to replace 
the Goddess of Liberty on the face of 
the nickel with a buffalo. The reverse 


side of the new coin will contain the 
head of an Indian. 

Dr. Adolph Myer, one of Thaw’s 
alienists on the stand in the Thaw in¬ 
sanity proceedings, denied that the 
manner in which Thaw killed White 
was a “typical paranoiac murder.” Dr. 
Johin W. Russell, head of Matteawan 
Asylum, said that Thaw, if he was re¬ 
leased and allowed to go back to his 
old manner of living, might commit a 
murder. He said, however, that Thaw 
could safely be released in the care of 
special attendants. 

Miss Katherine Force, the fascinat¬ 
ing 19-year-old sister of Mrs. John Ja¬ 
cob Astor, is soon to wed, according to 
a report in society. The fortunate 
young suitor is said by intimate 
friends to be Henri C. Harnickell of 
Brooklyn, a young broker, with en¬ 
thusiastic prospects. Owing to the 
fact that both families are in mourn¬ 
ing the plans for the wedding are not 
revealed. It is supposed the couple 
will be quietly married shortly after 
Mrs. Astor becomes a mother. 

Basing its action on her conviction 
by a jury in the Kitsap County Court, 
the Washington Medical Board has re¬ 
voked the license of Dr. Linda Bur- 
field Hazzard of Seattle, who was sen¬ 
tenced last January to not less than 
two years in the penitentiary as a 
result of the death of Claire William¬ 
son, an English woman. Miss Wil¬ 
liamson succumbed while taking the 
fast cure under Dr. Hazzard’s direc¬ 
tion. The State charged that the phy¬ 
sician starved her to death in order 
to loot her estate. 

WESTERN UNION IS 
HIT BYJECISION 

Utility Must Use Phone When 
Messengers Are Off Work 

Taking an indirect fling at the “unre¬ 
peated message” contracts on the 
back of all Western Union telegraph 
blanks, and also holding that in the 
event a telegraph company cannot de¬ 
liver a message immediately it must 
use the telephone or some other rapid 
method of communication to inform 
the addressee of the contents of the 
message, the State Supreme Court has 
ordered the Superior Court to place 
on the calendar the damage suit in¬ 
stituted by the Union Construction 
Company against the Western Union. 
The Western Union succeeded in hav¬ 
ing the case non-suited in the lower 
court and the higher tribunal reverses 
the trial Court’s judgment. 

The Union Construction Company 
sued the telegraph company for fail¬ 
ure to deliver two telegrams within a 
reasonable time. By reason of the 
failure to receive the telegrams 
promptly, the construction company 
claims the $143,000 contract it had 
an option for jumped over $21,000 
higher. 

The Western Union excused its evi- i 
dent neglect by declaring it had no ! 
available messengers to deliver the 
messages at night. 

Realizing the danger mere man con¬ 
stantly runs of being impaled on the 
business end of the average hatpin 
worn in public places by the fair sex, | 
the State Board of Health has unani¬ 
mously adopted a resolution condemn¬ 
ing the long hatpin. Incidentally, the 
Board issued a near-ultimatum that 
hatpins should not protrude more than 
one inch beyond the last side of the 
hat through which it is pierced. The 
Board will send their recommendation 
to the next Legislature. 

Advocates of woman suffrage lost 
their fight in the Louisiana Legislature 
for a constitutional amendment which 
would permit women to serve on 
school boards. The vote was 21 to 9. 
Two-thirds majority is required. 


iillMAN SCORES 
FOR THE DEFENSE 

Socialist Leader Contradicts 
Testimony of Franklin 

When Job Harriman. took the stand 
in the trial of Clarence S. Darrow he 
flatly contradicted the sensational tes¬ 
timony of Bert H. Franklin, which 
seemingly involved him in the attempt 
to bribe jurors in the McNamara case. 
He denied that he had given Darrow 
the $4000 which Franklin confessed 
to having used to corrupt George N. 
Lockwood or that he had even seen 
Franklin or Darrow on the morning of 
that day. 

Employing the most impassoined 
manner he has used since the trial be¬ 
gan, Darrow himself objected strenu¬ 
ously to the reading of the section. 
He declared that Harriman had come 
to the stand voluntarily, that he was 
not testifying under compulsion and 
that the District Attorney’s course 
was an insult in the witness. 

Then followed the verbal clashes. 
First it was Darrow and Ford. Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Fredericks followed with 
a denial that there had been any in¬ 
tention to insult the witness. Attorney 
Appel took issue with the prosecutor, 
holding that he was seeking to brand 
the witness as a criminal before he 
had testified. 

Judge Hutton finally denied the ap- I 
plication of the prosecution for the 
reading of the immunity section and 
order was restored for a moment. 

Attorney Rogers who was conduct¬ 
ing the examination of Harriman pro¬ 
pounded a lengthy question, reciting 
in brief the testimony of Franklin 
Which involved the witness. Attorney 
Ford was on his feet before the ques¬ 
tion was completed protesting against 
the form of the interrogation. Both 
lawyers were immediately shouting as 
loudly as they could, but Ford broke 
ground first and sat down while Rog¬ 
ers finished the question. 

Judge Hutton reprimanded both at¬ 
torneys for what he called their bois¬ 
terous conduct and adjudged them in 
contempt of court. Rogers was fined 
$10 and Ford $25. The latter protested 
that he had a right to purge himself 
of contempt before being punished, 
and both fines were remitted after the 
lawyers had apologized.

RE-EDUCATION OF 
INSANEJ>ATIENTS 

System to Be Introduced at 
Stockton State Hospital 

Dr. Fred P. Clark, superintendent 
of the Stockton State Hospital for the 
Insane, has announced that he would 
inaugurate a system of re-education 
for the cure of insanity. At the in¬ 
stance of the Lunacy Commission, Dr. 
Clark recently made a tour of Eastern 
asylums, and the new system he is 
about to introduce results from that 
trip. Several hundred patients are to 
be treated. 

“I found,” said the doctor, “that 
there is no better equipment in any of 
the Eastern asylums for the cure of 
acute insanity than obtained in our 
hydropathic ward in the Stockton 
hospital. We have in this State every¬ 
thing they have in the East for the 
treatment of the insane, except the 
re-education system, and this will be 
introduced very soon. I have tele¬ 
graphed to New York for Miss Mary 
McCann, an expert in this phase of 
treatment for mental diseases. Of 
course, I am acting with the approval 
of the Board of Control and the In¬ 
sanity Commission. 

“Miss McCann will direct her atten¬ 
tion to those who at the present time 
are unable to do anything. They sit 
in one position all day and neither 
speak nor move. She will first get 
their attention. In many cases this 
will take a week or more. A bean 
bag or a light rubber ball is tossed 
to such a patient. Perhaps in a few 
days she will put up her hand to stop 
it. That is the beginning. Soon she 
is playing bean bag like a normal girl. 
The rest is easy. They are then taught 
to weave rugs, carpets and baskets, 
to sew, etc., and in a great many cases 
they finally reach a condition which 
permits their being sent home.”

LIKELY TO FAIL 

Powers Stand Firm and Finance 
Minister Will Not Yield 

Finance Minister Hsinug Hsi 
Liang’s attitude in regard to the six- 
power loan of $300,000,000 to China, 
which resulted in a deadlock at a con¬ 
ference between the Finance Minister 
and the representatives of the foreign 
banking groups, leaves by only the 
barest margin the possibility that fu¬ 
ture negotiations will be conducted. 

The Ministers of the six powers con¬ 
cerned—the United States, Great Brit¬ 
ain, France, Germany, Russia and 
Japan—visited Lu Cheng Hsiang, the 
Premier and Minister of Foreign Af¬ 
fairs and explained that the bankers’ 
conditions as agreed upon at the Paris 
conference were necessary to meet 
the requirements of the foreign mar¬ 
kets, and that there was no desire on 
the part of the bankers or the govern¬ 
ments to Impose unreasonable terms. 
The foreign diplomats pointed out 
what would be the consequences to 
China’s credit in the event of failure 
of the negotiations.
